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There were 6,000 paid admissions to 
the eighteenth annual Lake County 
fair here Friday, Saturday and Stiti- 
day,, according to E. E. Elsbury of 
fT Gurnee, general secretary of the fair. 

There were 3,800 paid admissions last 
year. More than 3.000 attended Sat- 
urday afternoon and evening. 

With regard to its program and ex- 
hibits, this year's fair was also con- 
sidered to be outstanding. 

As in. previous years the horse show, 
staged Friday and Saturday evenings, 
with finals Sunday afternoon,. was one 
of the biggest drawing cards. Sixty- 
one horses representing 39 of the fin- 
est stables in Lake, Cook and Mc- 
Hcnry counties in Illinois, and Keno- 
sha, Racine and Milwaukee counties in 
Wisconsin, took part in the various 
horse show features. 

Dr. L. E. Bovik, Waukcgan, served 
as announcer, with Joseph Jasper, 
Wadsworth, ami Charles Houston, 
Libcrtyville, as judges. On the com- 
mittee were Elsbury. Jack Connelly 
and William Chandler. 
. Miss Marion Connelly, of Gurnee, 
who thrilled patrons of the fair with 
her daring "Roman ride" exhibition 
atop Jedra and Kahtan, beautiful 
Arabian horses from the R. Douglas 
Stuart stables, also won one of the 
major horsemanship events, with Kah- 
tan. Lynn and Lyman Miller, Anti- 
och, were winners in the children's 
pony class. 

A special thrill for those who at- 
tended the fair was provided by the 
aerial show staged by Jim Daring. 

The Lake County chorus made its 
last official appearance of the season 
Saturday evening when it sang over a 
loudspeaker system in front of the 
grandstand.

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"Be Careful Coming 
Home Labor Day," 
Motor Club Warns 



Forty persons may lose their lives 
on Illinois and Indiana highways dur- 
ing the La'bor day week-cud, says 
Charles M. Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor club, basing his fore- 
cast upon the Labor day accident re- 
ports of the last three years and the 
Fourth of July totals of this year. 

Between twenty-five and thirty may 
be killed in Illinois, and from ten to 
fifteen in Indiana. In both states 
hundreds will suffer injuries. 

In almost every case traffic accidents 
resulting in death and serious injury 
during a long week-end have been con- 
centrated on the afternoon and eve- 
ning of the last day. The club presi- 
dent points out that this situation de- 
velops from the lack of appreciation 
for the fatigue generated by an active 
week-end, especially among office 
workers not used to considerable phy- 
sical exercise. 

"Too many times," lie says, "these 
tired motorists leave their chosen va- 
cation spots at a late hour on the last 
day. They are tired, encounter heavy 
traffic, and try to get home too quick- 
ly for the general traffic conditions. 
'Hie resulting speed and carelessness 
lead to serious accidents. Even those 
who are careful arc too often the vic- 
tms, because of the shortcomings of 
the other driver," 

Highway accidents throughout the 
nation are showing an increase. State 
traffic officials are looking forward to 
the last big week-end with a definite 
foreboding. Highway police officials 
are mustering all available manpower 
in an effort to cope with the situation. 



New Duties Prompt

His new duties as a deputy state fire 
marshal may make necessary the re- 
tirement of James E. Stearns as chief 
of the Antioch fire department, a posi- 
tion he has filled with great credit for 
more than 16 years, it has been re- 
vealed this week. 

Stearns has been assigned to investi- 
gation and instruction work in Lake. 
McHcnry. Boone, DuPage, Kane and 
DeKaib counties. 

Although obliged to give up the re- 
sponsibilities of chief, Stearns will con- 
tinue to be a member of the depart- 
ment, probably returning to the status 
of engineer which he held before his 
appointment in 1927. He will continue 
as a member of the village board and 
as Republican committeeman for Pre- 
cinct 2. 

He will probably present his peti- 
tion to be relieved .of the duties of 
chief at a meeting of the fire depart- 
ment Tuesday evening, Sept. 9. His 
successor will be chosen by members 
of the fire department, subject to the 
approval of the village board. 

Prominently mentioned for the post 
have 'been Herman Rosing, assistant 
fire chief and first lieutenant of the. 
rescue squad; Louis Van Patten, a 
veteran in the department; Clctus Vos, 
Walter I. Scott, Herman Holbek. cap- 
tain of the rescue squad, and James 
McMillen. 

During Stearns' term of office the 
Antioch fire department, which serves 
a large circle of adjacent territory as 
well as the village, has been developed 
into one of the most efficient and best 
equipped volunteer departments in this 
part of the state.

Dairymen Protest Promo- 
tion of Oleomargarine 
Sales by Govt. 



LaCrosse, Wis. (Special) — Farmers 
throughout the middle west, angered 
and thoroughly aroused over the fed- 
eral government's order promoting the 
sale of oleomargarine to the detriment 
of the dairy industry, will assemble 
here by the thousands on Sunday, Aug. 
31-, "•tor- a- mass meeting to adopt. and 
forward . to Washington strong pro- 
tests. The meeting, to be calletl at 
1:30 p. m., will be at the Inter-State 
Fair grounds. 

They will demand, in what agricul- 
tural leaders of Illinois. Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Iowa expect to be only 
the start of a fight for the -protection 
of human rights in a period of drastic 
national emergnecy, that the dairy in- 
dustry be permitted to operate as it 
has in the past, without government 
interference, in an effort to fathom out 
its own solution to an acute problem. 

There is no necessity, they contend, 
for the federal government to initiate 
any camouflaged steps that will wipe 
out in the future the dairy industry 
that has been so vital to the north, 
which lias rugged terrain and condi- 
tions that make it unsatisfactory for 
any great agricultural purposes except 
dairying. 

It is the feeling of those sponsoring 
the conference — prompted, by meetings 
of agricultural leaders held during the 
past several weeks in Chicago, Madi- 
son, and other cities throughout the 
area — that any move on the part of 
the federal government that will tend 
to discredit the butter manufacturing 
industry eventually will wipe out the 
farmers' annual average income of 
some $1,165 from the dairy industry. 

Ralph E. Amnion, director of the 
Wisconsin department of agriculture, 
who has been leading the fight in 
Washington, D. C, in behalf of the 
dairy states against the federal oleo- 
margarine regulations to be placed in 
effect Sept. 6, will be the principal 
speaker. Governors of Minnesota, 
Illinois, Iowa and Wisconsin will be 
present, as well as the U. S. senators 
and congressmen from the four states.

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One Cup of Water . . . 

It has been said that one cup of water will put out 
any fire, if it's applied at the right time. This year's wave 
of defense strikes, culminating in the use of armed troops 
to put a struck aviation plant back to work, inevitably 
recalls the old proverb. 

The origin of the present trouble, which threatens 
the national security, are all too painfully apparent when 
the record of the past few years is reviewed. 

A cup of water? Responsible authorities might have 
put out the fire back in 1937 when the "sitdown" strikes 
made their first appearance. There was a clear-cut vio- 
lation of property rights, allowed to run its damaging and 
illegal course until public condemnation brought about 
the abandonment of the technique. 

A cup of water? It could have been applied in the 
case of the one-sided Wagner Labor Relations Act, 
which was based on the theory that management was 
wrong in all industrial disputes. As far back as 1938. 
survey figures show. 70 per cent of the public wanted 
this one-legged legislation revised. But right up to the 
present time all suggested remedial amendments to the 
Act have been sidetracked by administration adherents. 
Through these and many other cases of neglect, the 
conflagration has been permitted to spread. Now Walter 
D. Fuller; President of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, suggests three fundamental remedies: 

1. A revamping of our national labor policy, in- 
cluding the Wagner Act. to end mass picketing and 
other forms of intimidation so as to guarantee both man- 
agement and labor the right to work. 

2. Backing up this policy with local and state law 
enforcement; instead of "dramatizing everything into a 
national issue." 

3. Assuring employes the right to vote by secret 
ballot on strike issues. (A recent poll showed 7S per 
cent of union members themselves in favor of secret 

ballots.)' 

Such -a constructive program could go far towards 
reducing the present difficulties to a minimum. The 
cup of water applied at an earlier time might have pre- 
vented today's fires; and the fact remains that now. 
when defense needs make a solution imperative, the same 
type of treatment is still best! 

Built by Private Credit 

This country \yas built by private credit. It has 
always been maintained by private credit. That is one 



great difference between a democratic and a totalitarian 
state. 

The money that built our vast industries — utilities, 
railroads, steel companies, oil concerns and the rest- 
came out of private pocketbooks, individual and collec- 
time. Government was never the dominant factor. In 
later years, government has expanded greatly in the 
role of "financier." Even so, private credit remains the 
bulwark of our social and economic system — the free 
enterprise system. 

Let us remember that now. We will have won a 
hollow victory indeed if, when the wars are over and 
the defense drive has been consummated, we find our- 
selves with government as a financial dictator— the pro- 
vider and controller of all credits. There is but one way 
that can be avoided — and that way is to depend upon 
private credit to the greatest possible extent, and to call 
upon government credit only when there is no other 
course open. Such institutions as the banks have de- 
clared their willingness to do the biggest financing job 
in their history, in the interest of defense. Let them 

do it.

A Real Threat 

Behind the scenes in Washington today a titanic 
struggle is under way. The battle lines are drawn. On 
one side are those who would change our form of society. 
On the other side are business men who wish to or- 
ganize the country's industrial machine for the greatest 
war aid. but who. after the war effort is over, wish to 
see a return to individual ownership and operation of 
industry. They fear, and rightly, that many moves in the 
war effort will result in a more or less permanent col- 
lectivist or socialistic framework of American society. 

They fear deeply the possible destruction of the 
American way of life. They feel that it is a real threat, 
because some of our leaders, by their own admission, 
have lost faith in America before the present emergency 
arose, and are today in the Nation's distress, working 
for a new order of their own — an America of nation- 
alized industry and agriculture, a regimented way of life.

WASHINGTON. — Proceeding on 
the theory that discipline must be 
built upon the intelligence, sports- 
manship, individuality and group co- 
operativeness of the men in the 
ranks, the army announced the 
abandonment of the rule requiring 
saluting of officers o/T post and made 
other changes In custom in a new 
manual of military courtesy and dis- 
cipline. 

Hereafter the salute is authorized, 
but not required, off post. 

Soldiers in mess halls no longer 
will be "required to stop eating and 
sit at attention when an officer en- 
ters. They will remain seated and 
continue eating, except in the case 
of a soldier who is addressed, who 
then must stop eating and remain 
seated at attention until the conver- 
sation is completed. 
The army also stated the correct 
■ method of displaying the national 
, flas. 

Henceforth the flag should be to 
the observer's left when it is hung 
from a wall.
